r T"'HE Event of Mr, Haftings’s Trial, which 
^ prefent engrofle,^ thfr'geifyp attention^ b6ing 
a(?f ompanied \vith 'circumftan^es bm ^rfttfrefting 
and uncommon, every publication capable of ren- 
dering alTiftance to thofe whom curiofity may lead 
to be prefent at fo important a fcenc^ will, no doubt, 
be received with# the approbation of the public, 

. The ceremonies .previous to, and attending a trial 
by impeachment) though fixed and eftablifhed by 
numerous precedents^are yet fo various and parti- 
cular, that a connc&cd view of them, efpecialJy as 
the# apply to Mr. Haftings’s trial, cannot foil, ‘in 
particular, of being acceptable to that clafs of 
jeaders for which the following work is calculated. 

By ceremonies, we mean not only theVpecific 
mode of intercourfe eftablifhed between the tyo 
A 2 ‘ Houfcs 
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Houfes of Parliament, but alfo the judicial forms 
adopted in both thofe affemblies, fome of which are 
deemed fo effential, that a failure in them would 
render the whole judgment erroneous. 


To begin with the grounds upon which impeach- 
ments* are founded, that is, the crimes or offences 
for which perfons are impeached •, it may be obferved, 
that they are not only fuch offences as the Common 
and Statute Law have left undefined, and which, 
therefore, would remain unpunifhed unlefs this ex- 
traordinary mode of proceeding wero adopted, but 
alfo offences already defined by th,e law j and which, 
cither on account of their magnitude or the exalted 
quality and fituation of the offender, are thought 
worthy to be judged before fo au^uft a tribunal as 
the Houfe of Peers, 

Impeachment by the Commons is the accufation 
and profecution of any perfon, whether Peer or' 
Commoner, for Treafon or other crimes and mifde- 
ineanours. It is, therefore, the ad and declaration 
of the Commons j and, with refped to the mode of 
it, may performed two ways. 
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Fir#, By prefenting a petition to the Lords, con- 
taining the grievances charged again# the offender 
Specially and particularly ftated : this is the mode 
purfued in the prefent impeachment : Or, 

• • 

Secondly, By accufing a Peer or Commoner, by 
? parolq, before the King and Lords, or before the' 
Lords at a conference. 

In thefe cafes the impeachment, as far as it pro- 
ceeds, is Laid to be at the fuit of the Commons : but 
there is another way of accufing great perforfs be- 
fore the Lor4s, which is, when the Commons charge 
by way of complaint only, and do not declare fpecially 
again# the party accufcd j and in this cafe it is the 
King’s fuit, not the fuit of the Commons. 

Laftly, There*is a fourth mode of accufation in 
Parliament, which is, by appeal ; but this is abo- 
lifncd. 

If the Commons do only complain , and neither 
impeach the party in writing nor by word of mouth, 
in open Houfe, nor demand trial to be in their pre- 
fence, in thefe cafes it is in the eledion of the Lords,, 
whether the Commons fhall be prefent or not. It* 
is*not, however, a mattei*of courtefy in the Lords, 
^hen they aflent to the petition of the Comnyns 
A \ for 
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for an impeachment. On the contrary, it is held to 
Be the undoubted right of the Commons to impsach 
before the Upper Houfe, any Peer or Commoner 
whatfoever, for treafon, or other crimes or mifdemea- 
nours; and t)ie*refufal of the Lords, to proceed in 
parliament upon fuch impeachment, would be, 
deenied a denial of juftice and a violation of the 
4*onftitution of parliament. 

It has been ufual to appoint a Committee of Sc- 
crefy in the Lower Houfe to examine papers and 
records, and to fend for vvitnefics, in order to draw 
up a charge againfl: the perfon intended to be im- 
peached, who is alfo called to the’Bar of the Houfe 
of Commons ; and being informed of the particulars 
laid to his charge, is allowed to put in his defence 
to invalidate the accufations of his profecutor. Tin's 
however is to be diftinguilhed from his anfvver j of 
which hereafter. 

This charge of the Commons when drawn up, 
engroiTed, and read a third time, the Chairman of 
the Committee is ufually ordered to carry to the 
Lords. He, therefore, accompanied by a few 
other Members of the Lower Houfe, goes to the Bar 
of the Houfe of Lords, and there fays, “ My Lords, 
Ttoe Commons of Great Britain in Parliament ff- 

fembled,, 
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fembled, having received information of divert 
crimes and mifdemeanours committed by W. H. 
Efq; late Governor-general, &c. have commanded 
me to impeach the faid W. H. Efq; of high crimes 
and mifdemeanours; and I do hercf ir t their names 
and in the|^rmes of all the Commons of Great 
Britain, impeach the faid W. H. Efq; of # high crimes 

and mifdemeanours. And I am further commanded 

» 

by the Houfe of Commons to acquaint your Lord- 
fhips, that they will, with all convenient fpeed, ex- 
hibit articles to make good the charge againft him. 1 ' 

Which articles are, as it were, bills of indictment 
found by the Houfe of Commons, and afterwards 
Juried by the Lords ; the latter being in all cafes of 
mifdemeancur confidered, not o«ly as their own 
Peers, but as the* Peers of the whole realm. 

A Lord impeached for a mifdemeanour is not to 
be committed, nor is he required to find fccurity for 
his attendance; but a Commoner may. 

At this period the party accufed (if a Commoner, 
for a mifdemeanor) is brought to the Bar of the 
Houfe of Lords by the Black Rod, where^he kneels* 
till he is bid to ftand.up, and the Clerk of the Houfe 
having read over the articles of the impeachiynt, 

A 4 the . 
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the Chancellor aiks the party what he has to fay. 
Here it is ufual for him to dcfire a copy of the chaise, 
and to pray for time to put in his anfwer. 

Accordingly, within the time allowed him, he 
puts in his anfwer, without which th^bole judg- 
ment will be erroneous. 

• In every capital cafe the party accufed, whether 
Lord or Commoner, is brought to the bar^ a prK 
foner, to anfwer fccundum legem terra* 

But in cafes of mifdemeanour the party accufed* 
whether Lord or Commoner, anfwers as a freeman; 
the Lord in his place, the Commoner at the bar ; 
and they are neither of them to be committed until 
judgment, un!efs,«pon the anfwer of a Commoner 
the Lords Ihould find caufe, &c. The anfwer of the 
impeached party is then fent to the Commons by 
MefTengers, with a defire to return the original an- 
fwer with all convenient fpeedj then alfo is the 
party’s time to petition for his Counfel and for his' 
trial. Upon view of his anfwer, the Commons may 
confider whether they will reply to it or not. If the 
affirmative is refolved, the anfwer is referred by them 
to the Committee appointed to manage the Impeach- 
ment, who prepare a replication, and this is delivered 
to the Lords. 

If 
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If an impeachment comes on to be tried during * 
lecefs of Parliament, a Lord High Steward is 
ulually appointed to prefide in the Houfe of Peers 
while the trial lafts ; but if in the middle of a feffion, 
then the appointment of a High Steward is unne- 
ceffary, becaufe it is a trial before the Peers in Par- 
liament. In all cafes, however, of ryifdemeanour, 
like the prefent, the Chancellor keeps his place. 

Where the party is impeached for trealbn, or any 
other capital offence, the Spiritual Lords ufually fit 
no longer than till the Court proceeds to the vote of 
guilty, or not guilty, at which time they voluntarily 
withdraw, but enter a proteft, declaring their right 
to ftay. In all mifdemcanours, they give a vote. 

Upon the trial, none are to b« covered but Peers. 
And the Memlters of the Houfe of Commons are to 
be in court before the Peers come. 

The Houfe of Commons, upon this occafion, 
refolvcs itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, 
in order to be prefent at the trial. The Speaker 
having left the chair, the Members are called over 
according to order, by their counties. As they go 
out,* the Speaker flays at the bottom of the Houfo, 
to fee that all the Members go out j and after they 
are all gone, the Speaker follows them to his 4?lace, 

which 
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which is the middle of the front feat next the Lords 
court. The place for the Commons is on the right 
hand of the throne. The Clerk and Clerk’s Af- 
fiftant fit behind the Managers, or Gentlemen ap* 
pointed by th^Cftminons to condudl the profecu- 
tion. The Clerk of the Crown defires the Serjeant 
at arms to m^ke proclamation for the Gentleman 
Ufher of the Black Rod to bring his prifoner to the 
bar. The prifoner in coming to the bar makes three 
reverences, and then falls upon his knees at the bar. 
till the Lord Chancellor orders him to rife. 

The trial being opened, the articles arc read, and 
then the anfwer ; which done, the. Chancellor ac- 
quaints the Commons that they may proceed with 
their evidence. If a Peer gives teftimony, he is 
fwor.n by the Chancellor at the table, and gives his 
evidence in his place. A Commoner is fworn by 
the Clerk at the bar, and gives his evidence there. 

If any doubt arifes on the trial, no debate is had 
in court: the Lords adjourn to their own Houfe 
and take the opinion of the Judges. And having 
determined the queftion, return into Court, and 
refumc their places. 

When "he Managers have gone through all tfye 
artiqfes of the charge, the party impeached is per- 
mitted to anfwer by his counfel. Formerly, in 
3 capital 
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capital cafes, counfel was denied to the accufed 
party ; but now, in fuch cafes, every Peer is allowed 
counfel by prefeription, and a Commoner at the 
diferetion of the Lords. But in ^alUafes of mifde- 
meanour, the party, whether Peer or Commoner, 
is permitted to have counfel. 

When the counfel for the impeached party has 
gone through his defence, he is alfo, in fomc cafes, 

' permitted to fpcak for himfelf, which muft be done 
immediately after his counfel have ended, and before 
the Commons reply, the Commons claiming it as 
their right ‘to fpcak Jafh 

Each day of the trial, when the Lords break up, the 
Commons return to their ownhoufe; and it is ufual to 
make an order that none of the proceedings at the 
trial be publifiied, without leave of that Houfe. 

As foon alfo as the trial is over, it is ufual to 
make a complimentary motion, that the thanks of 
the Houfe be given to the Managers, for their labo- 
rious and dilinterefted procedure, as wdl previous 
to, as during the courfe of the trial ; which thanks 
the Speaker gives them, they {landing up in their 

places, 

• 

Nothing now remaining but judgment, thekords, 
in their own houfe, debate the judgment among 
th^mfelvcs. 

Aftef 
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After this, they fend a mefTage to the Commons* 
to fignify that they are ready to give judgment upon 
the impeached party, if the Houfe, with their 
Speaker, will come and demand the fame. 

& c 

The Commons then go to the Houfe of Peers, 
and demand judgment, the Black Rod and the im- 
peached perfoh {landing on the left-hand fide of the 
mice. The Lords fix a day for going to the build- 
ing in Weftminfter Hall ; and the Commons and 
Lords being all feated, the Chancellor afks the 
youngeft Lord whether the prifoner is guilty or not, 
upon his honour. The youngeft Lord anfwers, 
laying his right hand upon his bread. The prifoner 
is then brought to the bar and informed of the Lords 
judgment. If guilty he is taken away ; and it is ufuaf 
for the Lords to Cdnfiaer of their judgment. The 
prifoner is then brought to the bar, and is alked 
whether he has any thing to fay why judgment fliould 
not be pronounced. If he offers nothing in arreft 
of judgment, he goes down on his knees till he is bid 
to rife ; and then the Lord Chancellor proceeds to 
pronounce judgment. 

In cafes of mifdemeanour, the Lords may pro- 
nounce feijtence of perpetual imprifonment— Inipri- 
fonment at the King’s pleafure— Incapacity to confe 
near*the King’s courts— Incapacity of office — For- 
feiture. 
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feiture of goods and lands for life— Fine and rantom 
— perpetual banifhment— That the party convifled 
be infamous, and may not be of a jury— Thai he be 
not pardoned by the King’s Majefty — That he be 
degraded from the order of knighthood — That his 
fraudulent purchafc be annulled — That he make fa- 
tisfa£fyonto the party injured — or (if Jie be a Peer) 
that he never take his feat in the Houfe. 

Laftly, if the judgment againft a Lord for a mif- 
demeanour be, that he be imprifoned, the Gentle- 
man Ufher has the charge to condu£ him to prifon. 
So the Serjeant at Arms, attending the great feal t 
has the charge of a commoner. And the Conftablc 
of the Tower is commanded to receive the body.

Properly he is 
above the Zemindar in rank ; bur, according to 
the prefent cultom of Bengal, he is deemed the 
next to the Zemindar. Moll commonly ufed as 
the principal purveyor of the markets in towns or 
camps. 

Chowke — A conilant daily market, or place of fale, 
in towns, for all articles of wearing apparel, and 
other articles of fccond handj'i-he commodities 
here fold being, for the molt part, not new, or., 
if new, coarfc of their kind.
